2. Manufacturers expect to em- 
ploy 260,000, an increase of 90,- 
000 over the prewar total, 70,000 
less than the wartime peak. 

3. Non-industrial employes may 
total 450,000, a gain of 93,000 
over the prewar figure, 90,000 
over the wartime peak. 

4. The major problem will be 
shifting of excess manufactur- 
ing workers into non-magufac- 
turing lines. Some 123,000 work- 
ers in this group will be dis- 
placed, but part of the shift al- 
ready has taken place, 

5. Most of the manufacturers 
expect no reconversion difficul- 
ties; they expect to resume full

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IRUN, Spain, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Ten thousand Germans encircled 
by American and French forces 


around Belin, 30 miles south of 
Bordeaux, surrendered late this 
afternoon, French authorities in 
Hendaye said tonight. 

The capitulation of the Nazis 
ended all organized German re- 
sistance in southwestern France, 
the French said. 

American and French forces 
which had trapped the Germans 
had been hacking them to pieces 
when the Germans hoisted a white 
flag. 

Other Germans in small groups 
high in the Pyrenees were re- 
ported waiting for the Allies to 
come and take them prisoner 
rather than risk death by travel- 
ing through patriot-held territory 
in an effort to get back to Ger- 
many. French contro] of the bor- 
der prevented them from escap- 
ing into Spain. 

The territory once held by eight 
German divisions is tranquil under 
the Tricolor. This has been ac- 
complished in less than a week. 
On Monday two uniformed French 
officers crossed the international 
bridge at Irun to Hendaye. One 
was a French jeweler at San Se- 
bastian who had dusted off his 
World War I uniform the day 
before and the other was a young 
captain from Algiers. 

Tonight these two men as rep- 
resentatives of Lt. Gen. Joseph 
Pierre Koenig commanded a 
force estimated at 50,000 men 
which held at least 12,000 German 
prisoners and maintained order in 
10 French departments,

Less than one third of the 900 
city firemen have elected to join 
the new pension system which 
became effective July 26, the ma- 
jority preferring the old. plan, 
Fire Chief Frank LEgenriether 
Said yesterday. 


The principal objections to the 
new plan seem to be that it pro- 
vides no benefits for widows if 
pensioners retire before 60 years 
of age, and that the new plan re- 

*quires a higher monthly pay- 
ment, Egenriether said. 


Unless the new plan is amend- 
ed, he added, the city will have 
to operate two pension systems, 
the old one for the 617 men who 
prefer it, and the new one for 
the remaining 283. 

What effect this would have 
on the amount of funds contrib- 
uted annually by the city could 
not be estimated by Budget Di- 
rector E. G.Schubkegel. He said 
that under the old plan the city 
had been contributing about $155,- 
000 a year and expected to con- 
tribute $354,000 under the new, 
although the latter contribution 
assumed full participation by the 
firemen. 


The old plan requires a pay- 
ment of $2 a month to the 
pension fund and provides a bene- 
fit of $50 a month for retirement 
after 20 years, regardless of 
whether the pensioner has 
reached 60. If he dies his widow 
gets $35 a month. 


Under the new plan, a fireman 
with 20 years of service who re- 
tires before 60 would receive $50 
a month, but there would be no 
provision for his widow. If he 
retires after 60, he would receive 
a much larger monthly payment, 
based on his salary. The cost of 
the new plan to most firemen is 
from $8 to $10 a month, Egen- 
riether said. 

Egenriether said he thought an 
attempt would be made to amend 
the plan to provide protection for 
their widows if firemen retire 
before 60.

The 45,000 figure includes “float- 
ers,” unemployables and persons 
who, although registered as seek- 
ing employment, would accept 
work only under ideal conditions. 

The “not remote” possibility of 
an unemployment problem “could 
arise if sufficient plants in this 
area had their war contracts can- 
celed ands then were not allowed 
materials for civilian production. 
There have been some cases like 
this in the St. Louis area in the 
past few months. If no more oc- 
cur, the problem will not be seri- 
ous, but if the movement becomes 
more general, St. Louis will find 
itself in the paradoxical position 
of having available plant capacity 
and sufficient workers but with 
not enough materials to produce 
goods greatly in demand.” 

Half of Workers in Plants. 

Before the war, 35 per cent of 
St. Louis workers were engaged 
in manufacturing and 65 per cent 
in non-manufacturing industries. 
During the war the percentage 
was about 50 for each. 

The survey indicates that this 
division will revert to normal in 
the postwar period. 

Manufacturing after the war 
will employ about 260,000 workers, 
90,000 more than in April, 1940,

In the talk of peace terms, we have 
given little attention to Spain. 

The realistic threat that Spain repre- 
sents as a refuge for Fascists and a 
frost for the spread of Fascism in a 
decade or two, appeals easily to our 
imaginations. I wonder, however, 
whether we are mature enough as a 
democratic nation to recognize our ob- 
ligations to the people who fought for 
democracy in Spain. 

There are few of us who now ques- 
tion that the Loyalist government of 
Spain fought a first battle of this war, 
or question that it was German and 
Italian “lend-lease” in the Spanish Civil 
War that showed us what we must do 
for our own safety when Poland and 
Britain and France began to fight. 
These Spanish people are not all dead; 
many are in concentration camps and 
dispersed on farms and in factories. It 
would be ironic if these men who fought 
in the van of the Allied nations were 
left in the rear of defeated Fascist na- 
tions. 

I do not mean to advocate a military 
eampaign against Spain. But we are 
quite well aware now of how effective 
diplomatic and economic measures could 
be. Whether we choose to use these 
measures will determine whether we are 
fighting to save our own skins here and 
mow or have learned to side with our 
friends.

The War Bond Hangover 


From the very beginning, selling war bonds 
to individuals has been like pulling teeth. That 
the achievement is not even less successful must 
be attributed to a faithful class of smart buyers 
who know bargains. Now that the European vic- 
tory can be clearly foreseen, future sales can 
prosper only if that group is consolidated and 
enlarged. Previous sales methods are breaking 
down; if carried over into the Sixth War Loan 
in November, they will fail still worse. 

Sales of E bonds, the issue designed to appeal 
especially to persons of small means, lagged. bad- 
ly throughout the Fifth War Loan drive. Many 
cities, St. Louis included, fell far short of goals 
in spite of promotional methods finally driven in 
desperation to the ludicrous. And now the record 
is in on the low rate of sales and high rate of 
cash-ins since the campaign closed. 

If purchases go in the second half of August 
as in the first, the month’s sales will be only one- 
seventh as great as July’s. If cash-ins continue 
as in the first half-month, they will be 14 per 
cent greater than in July. In the first half of 
August, $88 in bonds was cashed in for every 
$100 sold; the net gain for the period, not in St. 
Louis but in the whole country, was a paltry 
$17,700,000. 

Though detailed information is not available, 
what happened is actually very clear. Under the 
pressure to make a “goal” in July, people bought 
heavily. With the pressure off in August, most 
of them are taking a “bond holiday;” many are 
having to cash in earlier purchases to pay the 
grocery bill. 

The remedy does not lie in still another cam- 
paign along the too familiar old lines. People 
are not emotionally constituted to stay in a per- 
petual state of mobilization; when the heat is 
off, they grow cool, they have-hangovers. The 
only remedy is high-level moderation—purchases 
so systematic and so adequate that their makers 
can in good conscience shrug off and dial out 
the puerile appeals that go out in each campaign. 

‘Systematic purchases should be encouraged— 
and no device has proved quite so effective as 
the systematic payroll deduction plan, which 
makes the bonds a budget item. Voluntary com- 
mittees in every store and factory and office 
should be spurred on to their task; keep the men 
of A. B. C. Co. racing against those of X. Y. Z. 
Corp., and the steady, long-run sale of bonds will 
grow. . But as it is now, such efforts are dis- 
heartened by having the Treasury go into com- 
petition with them—unfair competition—every 
time a new campaign comes along; and their 
unspectacular achievements are dwarfed by the 
periodical big-money bond splurges of corporation 
funds, 

We could do very well without a blown-up 
campaign for the Sixth War Loan. We could do 
without the periodical fanfare which comes with 
corporate oversubscription, leading individuals 
into the mistaken notion that the total accom- 
plishment is adequately abundant. We could even 
do without the melodramatic plea that if we do 
not buy bonds, our fighting men will go without 
tanks and bazookas; we could do without being 
taken for mental 10-year-olds. 

Instead, we could have much more calm argu- 
ment, today and every day, in support of the in- 
controvertible proposition that bond-buying is 
the best thing a citizen can do for himself, and 
that his purchases will have the added merit of 
keeping down the inflationary ogre that lurks 
by “his door no less clamorously than the pro- 
verbial wolf. 

It is time to have done with war-bond chills 
and fevers, jags and hangovers.

The War Department’s famous Pentagon on the 
Potomac is not lacking in sardonic humor as well 
as great thoughts about how to win the war. For 
example, a super-duper official memorandum re- 
cently circulated through its catacombs, and duly 
noted in the Washington Post, reviewing an 
alarming new development among the civilians 
on the War Department payroll. 

Capt. Rigor Mortis, who signed it, was much 
concerned over the way “many civilians in office 
are dying and refusing to fall after they are 
DEAD,” a procedure which must cease immediate- 
ly, if not sooner, Therefore he directed that “on 
and after Sept. 1, 1944, any civilian caught sit- 
ting up after he has died will be out of the pay- 
rolls immediately (i. e., within 90 days).” 

It was important, of course, to establish the ap- 


en ea: 


identify an individual in this situation. Conse- 
quently, “if a civilian worker is found not to 
have moved, or changed his position for several 
hours, his supervisor will investigate. If any 
doubt exists as to the civilian’s condition, it has 
been found that extending a Government check 
serves as an acid test. If the civilian does not 
immediately reach, it may be generally concluded 
he has died.” Not a bad test. 
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Oil Test in the Senate 


The Anglo-American concord for the use of the 
world’s petroleum resources, incomplete and in- 
decisive thing that it is (and frail one, since it 
can be dissolved on three months’ notice from 
either side), is nevertheless the kind of thing 
that constitutional lawyers could debate months 
on end. Is it an “executive agreement,” an un- 
derstanding which can properly be concluded be- 
tween heads of state? Or does it constitute a 
“treaty,” which can become binding on the Unit- 
ed States only with 64 Aye votes in the Senate? 

The President has done wisely to resolve the 


doubt by subjecting the agreement to the more> 


stringent ratification. By doing so, he has given 


a token—and since the subject is important, it. 


may be a substantial one—of good faith in his 
purpose of making Congress a responsible par- 
ticipant not only in the final treaties but also 
in the variety of preliminary understandings 
which will greatly color the final concords. He 
has also given the Senate a chance to add some- 
thing to its education on the economics of oil 
and the procedure of ratification. 

Perhaps most important of all, the President’s 
decision has created a pilot-plant experiment for 
senatorial action on the many treaty matters 
that must be decided before the sad world can be 
happy and run smoothly again. Because oil fre- 
quently heats as well as lubricates politics, it is 
not the easiest test that could have been chosen; 
but neither will the tests to come be easy. 

For those who are interested in seeing the abil- 
ity of the legislative branch to meet the many 
brain-busting problems that lie just ahead—and 
who is not interested?—the Senate’s arguments 
over this agreement are going to make exciting 
reading—perhaps more significant reading than 
the decision itself. May they also make heart- 
ening reading.

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La Guardia Scraps a Few Billions 


Sooner or later, someone was bound to propose 
that the best method of disposing of the Govern- 
ment’s war surplus would be to throw it away.

From News From Belgium 


When the last cannon shot is fired, when 
the last bomb is dropped and the last robot 
projected over the Channel; a great omi- 
nous silence will set in. There will, of 
course, be an outbreak of joy. Sociologists 
and statisticians are already calculating 
how many people will get drunk that day 
and how many accidents may happen. It 
does not matter very much; people will get 
drunk and accidents will happen and every- 
thing will be over in a jiffy. 

Then will come that dawn we hear so 
much about in the romantic movies, Those 
who break that ensuing silence will have a 
terrible responsibility. For they will, in 
every country, speak words which will de- 
termine the moral atmosphere of the world 
for many years, 


It is therefore exceedingly regrettable 
that statesmen already seem to be revert- 
ing to the Machiavellian conception of pol- 
itics. It is not without horrible premoni- 
tions that we hear them declare that “this 
war is becoming less and less ideological.” 
For this phrase: implies that elementary 
forces bend the war that way, that there 
is nothing to be done about it and that an 
overruling fatality leads us. 


A Relapse of Statesmen 


The fact is that the statesmen themselves 
threaten to become less and less ideologi- 
cal, Now that victory is coming closer, 
they have a constantly increasing tendency 
to show less interest in what unites us than 
in what opposes us, to revert to nationalism 
and the egoism which is the policy and the 
sempiternal excuse of narrow-minded jin- 
goism. 

If this war is not an ideological war, if 
we do not fight for a set of ideas or if we 
fight less and less for them and consequent- 
ly more and more for interests, the thing to 
do is to stop immediately or to leave the 
fighting to those who like it. For every 
state is entitled to ask its citizens to offer 
their lives for a cause, and, fortunately, 
human nature is generous enough to ac- 
cept the fact that one may have to die that 
others may live and enjoy some rights and 
privileges. 

But it would be rather difficult to con- 
vince people that they should risk their 
hides in order that the rock of Gibraltar 
might stay in British hands or so that the 


Belgians might continue to export cutlery 
to Bolivia. 

One remembers the dissolving effect of 
the French pre-Quisling slogan: We don’t 
want to die for Danzig. Dying for Danzig 
was a realistic proposition; dying for de- 
mocracy and liberty is an ideological prop- 
osition. Nobody died for Danzig, but lots 
of people are dying for an idea. 


A lot will depend on what is said at the 
end of this war. If the men who come back 
from the front are greeted by the sly, cal- 
culating words of politicians who feel safe 
only when they voice the local egoism of 
their people, who-declare that all this dy- 
ing and sacrifice had to happen only for 
the sake of imports and exports, of bank- 
ing interests and the safeguarding of cou- 
pons and securities, then the disgust and 
the revolt of the homecoming warrior will 
know no bounds, 


Lest History Repeat 


It is quite certain that the horrors of 
contemporary history are due in large part 
to the overestimation of temporary advan- 
tages, to the violent negation of everything 
eternal. Nazism and Fascism were the di- 
rect opposites of permanent values, their 
sworn and deadly enemies. The application 
of their theories made life unendurable for 
millions of men, 


It is imperative that the peace should not 
be made unendurable by pronouncements 
like those about the trend of the war which 
we have had to undergo recently. When 
peace comes, every statesman in the Allied 
countries will be tempted to make declara- 
tions reflecting the basic impulse for self- 
preservation which dominates nations as 
well as individuals, He will be certain to 
find response and applause among his coun- 
trymen and will be praised by his foreign 
colleagues who have adopted the same at- 
titude, It is possible for a plot of short- 
sighted egoisms to develop, for the ideolog- 
ical basis of the war to go to pieces. 

There is a great danger here, for if this 
happens, the moral benefit of the most gen- 
erous ardor and the noblest sacrifice will 
be lost, and we shall witness a new period 
of frantic greed, a boom of materialism, 
which is the most certain prelude to great- 
er horrors than those we see happening 
right now, 


“The Country Is Ailing” 


From the New York World-Telegram., 


It is not exactly news that millions of 
young Americans are under par physically 
or mentally. 

Certainly it isn’t news to many older 
men who have had to be drafted because 
of the high proportion of rejections among 
their juniors. Nevertheless, the recent testi- 
mony of officials before a Senate subcom- 
mittee on wartime health and education is 
appalling. 

“We can no longer regard ourselves as a 
sturdy, healthy nation; the country is ail- 
ing,” said Col. Leonard Rowntree, medical 
director. of the selective service system. 

“If we can’t find a way to make our 
youngsters more healthy,” said Maj. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, head of selective service, 
“we shall see our mechanized society go 
into retrograde instead of advancing.” 

Four million young men found ineligible 


for military service because of physical or 
mental defects is a statistic that cries out 
for action, whether governmental or other 
wise, to make succeeding generations fitter 
—not for war, but for the pursuits of peace, 
Who will quibble with Surgeon General 
Thomas Parran of the Public Health Serv- 
ice when he says: “Public health is the 
paramount public concern of our modern 
society”? 

The medical profession, with new burdens 
accumulating in the care of war casual- 
ties, will be hard put for the time and fa- 
cilities to give increased attention to an 
under-doctored younger generation—even if 
the controversial problem of how to fi- 
nance such treatment can be solved. And 
that difficulty is being compounded by the 
denial of deferments to pre-medical stu- 
dents. 


A History of Our Civil Rights 


Shows Danger of Repression 


“Our Civil Liberties,” by Osmond K. Fraenkel. (Vik- 
ing Press, New York.) 

No book could be more timely, dealing as 
it does with the historical and fundamental 
developments of our civil rights. 

Possibly no one is better qualified to 
write such a book than Osmond K. Fraen- 
kel, long one of the great champions of 
civil liberties. Bald and rather pedantie in 
manner, he has made his participation in 
civil rights cases more of the academic type 
~—the writing of briefs and arguments in 
appellate. courts—rather than the rough- 
and-tumble battles characteristic of much 
of the work of other lawyer champions of 
civil liberties, such as Arthur Garfield 
Hays and Morris Ernst. 

It must not be supposed, however, that 
there is anything dull in Fraenkel’s presen- 
tation. He uses forceful, pliant English, 
which breathes vibrant and sometimes ex- 
citing life into his narrative. The book is a 
good one for all including those who have 
concerned themselves with the subject, 

« * * 


T refer particularly to the dangerous doc- 
trine now advocated by some who ought to 
know better that the privileges of the Bill 
of Rights should be denied to those who 
themselves would destroy it. Hitler is 
pointed to as an example of what happens 
when freedom of speech is extended to all. 
Says Fraenkel: 

“It is a superficial reading of (the Ger- 
man) experience which attributes Hitler’s 
rise to power to failure of the Republic to 
suppress him. ... It is the ineffectiveness 
of government in the economic field and in 
preserving public order, not its failure to 
suppress strident advocates of change, that 
undermines its strength and makes the 
time ripe for revolution. 

“.;.Put man to work and the advocates 
of dictatorship will have few hearers....Our 
real problem is to preserve democracy by 
making it work more fully, not by impair- 
ing its valuable attributes of free speech 
and free assembly. Repression of the ex- 
pression of opinion will never save democ- 
racy; it will fatally undermine ft. Only 
truth can fight falsehood. Repression breeds 
martyrs, neurotics and criminals—in short, 
the dictator type.” 


That great bulwark of civil rights to 
which many look so fondly, the Supreme 
Court of the United States, has in its pro- 
tection of those rights, by and large, done 
rather badly, Fraenkel comments (and cites 
facts to support his view). 

It was not until recent years that the 
Court has shown any indication that it is 
more concerned with human rights than 
property rights, he says; but this may not 
always be so; and there is certainly no 
guarantee that it will be so, In fact, the 
same principle under which the present 
Court has produced its civil liberties dect- 
siong of the past 10 years is the identical 
one—due process of law—that previously 
struck down almost all congressional and 
state attempts at social legislation for so 


many years.

Almost Fooled World. 


The tragedy of the Brazilian 
people today is that while its 
condition is not understood, the 
Vargas regime has_ succeeded, 
almost but not quite, in fooling 
the world. 

Every leader of Brazilian opin- 
fon who has sought to make the 
war against the Axis a real one, 
has been gagged, eliminated, frus- 
trated or even punished by jail- 
ing as part of a consistent Gov- 
ernment policy.

July 4, Independence day in the 
United States, became a day of 
shame in Brazil. On that day 
the democratic Chief of Police, 
Col. Nelson de Melo, was replaced 
by Coriolano de Goes, who last 
November machine-gunned §stu- 
dents in Sao Paulo when they 
paraded demanding an active war 
against the Axis. The cynicism 
of this appointment is under- 
scored by the fact that Goes was 
at that time being prosecuted in 
Sao Paulo for that machine gun- 
ning. 

That same day saw the sup- 
pression of the celebration of the 
twentieth anniversary of the 1924 
revolution, which to the Brazil- 
fans meant an effort to obtain 
clean administration. 

Is it any wonder that there was 
silence when Brazilians learned 
that their troops had landed in 
Italy? For if this is a war for 
democracy, as Brazilians believe 
and hope, then they feel that 
there is something terribly, trag- 
ically wrong in their country. 


Putsch by Vargas. 

Impelled either to accept or 
destroy the democratic forces, 
President Getulio Vargas man- 
aged during June and July a 
kind of putsch. He set himself 
at the head of the most reac- 
tionary elements. But this very 
thing also happened in Guate- 
mala and El Salvador, for the 
same reason, but there the dic- 
tators fell. 

When war came in August, 1942, 
the movement for national unity 
took shape. First, the left, includ- 
ing Communists, plumped for a 
unified national front with Var- 
gas. Later, the center came along. 

Dozens of anti-Fascist exiles re- 
turned to Brazil after the declara- 
tion of war, even knowing that jail 
terms for political sentences await- 
ed them.

| Etchegoyen and Pascualini are 
interesting cases. On taking over

went after Axis agents but, more 
importantly, he went after Bra- 
zilian Nazis, important figures 
within the Vargas government. 
‘He also allowed the people and 
‘students to join in public pro-Al- 
lied demonstrations. This was out 
jof line. 

Etchegoyen Fired. 

Etchegoyen was fired when he 
struck a rich vein of fraud by in- 
\vestigating and proving profit- 
eering in war contracts. 
| When he left his office in Rio, 
‘for the first time in Brazilian 
history, a crowd was on hand to 
cheer an outgoing police chief. 
| Pascualini, as minister of jus- 
tice in the provincial govern- 
ment of Rio Grande Do _ Sul, 
‘proved himself to be a most un- 
‘typical Vargas administrator. 
|'Giving the press freedom in his 
State, he came into immediate 
‘open conflict with the Dip. He 
set up workable controls of 
‘prices. of basic necessities. 
(Prices of wheat, meat and beans 
went up the day after he left 
office.) 

Pascualini fell when he struck 
at fraud. He sought to control 
the old and almost honorable 
‘custom of contraband in Rio 
Grande; in this case, the contra- 
band of a war necessity—rubber 
tires being smuggled to Argen- 
tina. This was his undoing, for 
one of the main cogs in the traf- 
'fic proved to be a very highly 
‘connected personage.

Dewey Race Could Be 
Held Up After Nov. 7.

It is possible that weeks may 
pass after the Nov. 7 election be- 
fore the result of the Roosevelt- 
Dewey race is determined. Such a 
situation might easily be one re- 
sult of the absentee voting of 
Americans in military service 
overseas and elsewhere away from 
home on election day. 

This is how it could happen: 

Seven states allow from two 
weeks to a month after the elec- 
tion for ballots from those in the 
fighting forces and certain at- 
tached civilian personnel, such as 
the overseas agents of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, to reach the 
proper election authorities for 
official tabulation. 

Thus, if the balloting is close in 
any or all of these states, the 
vote of the armed forces could 
decide the outcome. 

Should the absentee vote turn 
out to be considerably larger than 
the margin for one nominee or 
the other, the result would be in 
doubt pending a count of the vote 
of the members of the Army and 
the Navy. 

In any event, a large number of 
absentee ballots could arrive from 
overseas in the last days of the 
“extra period” in these states. 
(Uniformly the states require the 
ballots to be marked at least by 
election day.) So until the full 
time expires no one could be cer- 
tain that absentee votes might not 
control close contests. 

Other Races Affected. 


Determination of races for Unit- 
ed States Senator, Representative 
in Congress, Governor and other 
state and local officers could of 
necessity be forced to wait on the 
same tally of the absentee ballots. 
That absentee voting will be far 
the heaviest in history is a fore- 
gone conclusion. 


“War Department Soldier Vot- 
ing Poster No. 2," which provides 
“official election war ballot infor- 
mation” to soldiers, shows that 
two of the most populous states, 
Pennsylvania and California, are 
among the seven which allow ex- 
tra time. 

The seven states, their electoral 
votes and the last date on which 
they will accept absentee ballots 
from the armed forces, as stated 
on the War Department’s poster, 
are as follows: 
Penns’vania, 35 votes. 
California, 25 votes. 
Washington, 8&8 votes. 
Colorado, 6 votes. 
Nebraska, 6 votes. 
N. Dakota, 4votes. Until Nov. 22 
Rhode Island, 4 votes. Until Dec. 4 

The total of the electoral votes 
of these seven states is 88. There 
are 531 votes in the electoral col- 
lege with 226 necessary for elec- 
tion, But it would not be neces- 
sary, of course, for the result to 
be close in each state if the mar- 
gin in the country as a whole is 
narrow, Then should Pennsyl- 
vania or California have close 
balloting, final determination in 
the nation might need to wait on 
the counting of that state’s ab- 
sentee ballots—which could be re- 
ceived up to more than two weeks 
after the election. 

This would be an unprecedented 
situation.

Some Due Before Sept. 1. 


Missouri allows one extra day 
for receiving absentee ballots, re- 
ceiving such absentee ballots 
which come in on Nov. 8. Since 
Missouri's ballots become avail- 
able on Sept. 1, citizens of Mis- 
souri have 69 days in which to ob- 
tain, mark and return their votes 
to their polling places. 

As Illinois’ ballots do not be- 
come available until Sept. 23 and 
are due back by election day, ab- 
sentee Illinoisans will have 45 
days to complete their ballots. 

The states which allow the most 
time are Rhode Island, 126 days, 
and Idaho, 123. Arkansas allows 
only 12—from Oct. 26. 

Seven states require absentee 
ballots to be back before Nov. 7. 
Virginia requires them by Nov. 2, 
New York and Texas by Nov. 3 
and Connecticut, Iowa, Kansas 
and Louisiana by Nov. 6. 

In addition to members of the 
armed forces certain civilians in 
overseas military areas may vote. 
The War Department’s Poster No. 
1 says that “under Federal law 
they are persons serving with the 
American Red Cross, the Society 
of Friends, Women’s Air Force 
Service Pilots and United Service 
Organizations, attached to and 
serving with the armed forces. 
They are eligible to vote by Fed- 
eral ballot only when serving out- 
side the United States.” 

In 1916, when Woodrow Wilson

Three Unpredictable Factors. 


If Hanmegan or Brownell 
thinks he knows fairly definite- 
ly how the voters will divide in 
November, he has access to in- 
formation not available to more 
impartial political observers. 
Three unpredictables will have 
important effects on the elec- 
tion: (1) the end of the Euro- 
pean war; (2) the size of the 
total vote, and (3) the extent of 
political interest among voters 
in the armed services. 

The Associated Press recently 
made two interesting surveys. The 
first, based on inquiries in 18 
states, indicates that the total vote 
this year will be considerably less 
than the nearly fifty million bal- 
lots cast in 1940; the second found 
that state officials thought four 
million men and women in the 
armed services would ask for ab- 
sentee ballots. 

A reduced total vote in Novem- 
ber probably would reduce the 
President’s chances for re-election. 
Labor union organizations, which 
are making unprecedented efforts 
to register voters, are working on 
the theory that the larger the vote, 
the higher the percentage will be 
for Roosevelt. This, of course, is 
denied by the Republicans. 

The A.P. survey found indica- 
tions that more than two million 
men and women in the armed 
services had already applied for 
absentee ballots and that by the 
most conservative estimates, twice 
that number would vote in No- 
vember. This goes far beyond pre- 
vious estimates.

“Perhaps some system can be 
devised which will bring capital 
down to lower cost housing than 
ever previously conceived. Will 
communities and states or the Fed- 
eral Government get together to 
purchase great tracts of land, de- 
flate the land values and thus en- 
able private enterprise to build at 
a profit for the $20 to $30 groups? 
Will publicly financed housing be 
permitted to take oare of those 
who cannot possibly afford decent 
dwellings otherwise?” 

Leaving his own questions un- 
answered, Blandford pointed out 
that responsibility for leadership 
in any public housing program 
rests with the community in need 
of improyement. The municipali- 
ties must determine their own 
postwar futures by estimating 
their housing needs, determining 
how much can be met by private 
industry and how much will have 
to be supplied with direct Govern- 
ment financial assistance. 

“Where Federal aid is  ex- 
tended,” he continued, “it should 
be through official local public 
agencies; for the job of building 
and managing public housing, you 
already should have established 
local housing authorities. What 
type of agency will handle the 
over-all job of urban development, 
and redevelopment, the cities 
themselves must decide. 

“Absolutely Non-Competitive.” 

“Any public housing done in 
the future, as far as we are con- 
cerned, will be in an absolutely 
fnon-competitive field. Federal sub- 
sidies should and fhust be kept 
in that sphere as they have been 
in the past. 

“When the time comes, prob- 
ably this fall if the war goes well, 
we shall lay our facts before the 
Congress with recommendations. 
The whole story will be told—the 
needs, what we think we can do 
about them and the legislation re- 
quired to aid business and com- 
munities when they ask for it.”

Attorney General Roy MckKit- 
trick, Democratic nominee for 
United States Senator, got 58 per 
cent of the home vote, but only 
40 per cent of the absentee vote. 
His opponent, Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark, got only 47 per 
cent of the home vote, but 60 per 
cent of the absentee vote. 

Jean Paul Bradshaw, Republi- 
can nominee for Governor, got 47 
per cent of the home vote, but gnly 
35 per cent of the absentee vote. 
Ferguson, Republican 
candidate against Bradshaw, got 
only 41 per cent of the home vote, 
but 43 per cent of the absentee 
vote.

“Cure” Worse Than Disease. 

In this analysis I have been com 
cerned only with the question of 
the relation between the St. John’s 
program and the purposes of a 
liberal arts education. I have stated 
the reasons why a curriculum of 
its type is ill-adapted to achieve 
these purposes. 

In criticising the immoderate 
and unjustified claims of 8&t. 
John’s College, I do not wish to 
appear to be justifying the pres- 
ent state of liberal arts education 
in the country. All I have sought 
to establish is that whatever is 
wrong with it cannot be remedied 
by the St. John’s curriculum. If 
anything, the proposed cure is 
worse than the disease.

Those of British, French, Dutch and Greek Descent Work With the War Chest to Supply 
Europe’s Stricken Civilians—Small Mountains of Articles Are Collected, Sorted, Mended and 
Shipped to Devastated Countries of Europe—Hundreds Active in Projects All Over City.

MALL mountains of civilian 
S supplies — clothing ranging 

from underwear and shoes to 
coats for men, women and chil- 
dren, and layettes and toys for 
babies—are being made, mend- 
ed, sorted and shipped along 
with medical supplies and bed 
coverings, by hundreds of St. 
Louis women to war-devastated 
countries of Europe. The  pro- 
gram is so prodigious and far- 
reaching that it is almost neces- 
sary to tour the workrooms in 
order to get an over-all picture 
of what is being accomplished. 

Under the auspices of the St. 
Louis War Chest, by way of the 
National War Fund of which the 
St. Louis organization is a mem- 
ber, foreign-born women, togeth- 
er with sympathetic native St. 
Louisans, are running what 
amounts to smal] factories, each 
also a supply depot. Among the 
most active are Greek women, 
whose land was strafed and 
overrun by the Italian Army in 
October, 1940: Russians, whose 
native towns and villages have 
been burned and pillaged by re- 
treating Germans; Dutch wom- 
en whose beloved Holland has 
been Nazi-occupied since May, 
1940, and British women, whose 
family homes and long-cherished 
possessions have been destroyed 
by robot bombs.

Few of these Greek women 
(some came to the United States 
as children, others as _ brides) 
whose activities are housed in 
the Greek School, 4967 Forest 
Park boulevard, - have heard 
from their relatives for more 
than two years, yet they never 
lose hope that their boxes reach 
their home towns. They rally 
around Mrs. Critzas, attractive, 
dark-haired woman who is shy 
in discussing her accomplish- 
ments and reluctantly accepts 
the praise of her fellow work- 
ers. She organized the unit here 
in the first place, runs the work- 
room one day a week, twice if 
contributions warrant, besides 
teaching the Greek language to 
American-born children of Greek 
parentage four afternoons a 
week and presiding over her 
own household. Her husband is 
State chairman of Greek relief. 

At Sunday services in St. Nich- 
olas Greek Church next door to 
the school, the priest announces 
that an accumulation of cloth- 
ing is ready and Greek cleaners 
renovate it gratis. On Wednes- 
days a Greek unit of the Red 
Cross functions with the mend- 
ers and a rotating committee 
provides luncheon. 


Workers for Britain. 

OT only the oldest, but by 
N far the largest of the wom- 

en’s relief groups here is 
the British War Relief Society, 
organized in September, 1939, as 
the Women’s Allied War Relief 
Association. Its guide is tire- 
less Mrs. George Spearl, who 
devotes every spare moment of 
her time to supervising its many 
activities, and whose long-suffer- 
ing husband, his home constant- 
ly cluttered with used clothing, 
“is resigned to being co-opera- 
tive.” 

Mrs. Spearl and her group 
have sewed in Moolah Temple, in 
a Clayton department store and 
in Mrs. Spearl’s house, where 
one unit still meets on Wednes- 
days. For the past three years 
the main body of the group, 
from 200 to 300 women, have met 
in Second Presbyterian Church, 
where rooms and sewing ma- 
chines are available. Last April 
additional quarters were opened 
at 554 Limit avenue for mending 
and packing. Monthly = ship- 
ments of $7000 worth of clothes, 
knitted garments, surgical dress- 
ings for British hospitals, toys 
and scrap books, attest to the 
women's efficiency. 

The immediate project of the 
British, whose agency is not only 
composed of women of British 
ancestry but of United States 
Army wives, a large group of 
French women and church 
workers, is the making of 
stuffed toy animals of flannel, 
so that Christmas may be hap- 
pier for British and refugee chil- 
dren who have spent most of 
their lives in bomb shelters.

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Will Women Play New Role in Postwar Europe? 
Leaders Predict They'll Never Return to Status That Prevailed Before Conflict Began

NEW YORK, Aug. 26. 

HAT kind of women will 
W rise from the seething caul- 

dron of Europe after the 
war? What will guerrilla warfare 
do to women who have reversed 
women’s age-old role of giving 
life, and have shot and killed 
instead? Recent comment by 
representative Europeans indicate 
some evolutionary changes are in 
store. 

Consider France, where the 
women of prewar days, famous 
for their chic and charm, never 
had the right to vote or to sit in 
Parliament and where their civil 
rights were so restricted that they 
could not even have a bank ac- 
count or get a passport without 
their husband’s consent. What 
kind of role will these women 
play in postwar France after four 
years of fighting beside men in 
the underground? 


I put the question to General 
Charles de Gaulle during his reg 
cent visit to New York. And his 
grave dark eyes lit as though a 
light had been turned on. 


“The French woman must play 
a far bigger part in her country’s 
affairs than she did before,” he 
said. “She must vote. She must 
be eligible to hold office. The 
state needs her.” 


x ww 


General de Gaulle has been as 
good as his word. The French 
Committee of National Liberation 
already has given women suffrage 
and has seated two women in its 
Provisional Consultative Assembly 
in Algiers. 

Typical of the new French wom- 
an is Lilian Winkler of the French 
Women’s Air Service.

“They have taken 
an important part in the under- 
ground during this war. They 
have participated in«the conclaves 
on ways and means to keep France 
a sovereign nation. And they are 
not going back, They are vitally 
interested in seeing that there is 
not another horror like this.” 


As for England, Caroline Has- 
lett, adviser to the British Ministry 
of Labor on women’s training, pre- 
dicts no less than a postwar social 
revolution of women, 


“After the war I think the para- 
site woman—the woman with 
three or four servants who has 
little to do—will largely disap- 
pear,’ Miss Haslett said. “Before 
the war there was a snobbish 
British attitude toward women’s 
working. But all women from 18 
to 50 (with certain exceptions) 
have had to work in the war and 
they have learned the dignity and 
satisfaction of work well done. 
Many girls who used to depend on

their fathers for allowances have 
learned the independence that a 
pay check brings, and they are 
building their own lives.”

story. 


“IT don’t foresee much change in 
the position of Soviet women after 
the war,” said Eugene D. Kisselev, 
Soviet Consul-General in New 
York. “Soviet women already have 
equal rights with men and are 
active in virtually every phase of 
the country’s affairs. About one- 
third of the membership of the 
Supreme Soviet is made up of 
women and a woman is its vice- 
president. Women have played a 
magnificent role in our country’s 
defense during the war and when 
it is over they will continue their 
vital part in Soviet politics and 
work.” 


By contrast, great change al- 
ready is evident in Yugoslavia, 


where women had neither the vote 
nor the right to run for elective 
office before the war. 


“The war has changed women’s 
position radically,” said Dr. Milan 
Herzog, head of the Yugoslavian 
section of the Overseas Branch of 
OWI. “In sections liberated by 
the partisans they were given im- 
mediate voting power. In liber- 
ated parts of Bosnia and Croatia 
they have been elected to the 
Anti-Fascist Council (the law- 
making body ofs Marshal  Tito’s 
provisional administration). Wom- 
en have made up 30 per cent of 
the guerilla forces, wearing the 
same uniforms as men, firing the 
same guns, 


“What effect has guerrilla fight- 
ing had on women? I have seen 
letters from some of these women, 
They have not been hardened by 
the killing they had to do. Kill- 
ing has made them abhor war 
more than ever. They are deter- 
mined to use their power for a 


policy that will guarantee no more 
warmongers.” 

Lena Madesin Phillips, presi- 
dent of the International Federa- 
tion of Business and Professional 
Women, returned recently from a 
trip to England and Sweden, in 
the course of which she met 
women who had worked in the 
Danish and Norwegian under- 
ground. 

“They are a completely new 
breed of people we have never 
seen before,” she said. “They have 
lost everything—possessions, fam- 
ily, homes. When you have lost 
everything you can lose, you get 
down to fundamentals. After the 


war these women are going to 


take a hand in making their 
communities what they ought to 
be.” 
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Joseph W. F. Stoppelman, head 
of the press department of the 
Netherlands Information Bureau 
in New York foresees an apprecia- 
bly broadened future for the 
women of Holland, who have had 
the vote since 1922. 

“We have nine million people; 
and a half million are now gone,” 
he said. “It will take time for 
those who still live to return after 
the war ends, Meantime women 
will be on the ground floor and 
they will have to take over, They 
will be much more active in their 
country affairs than ever before.” 

Else Roed, former editor of a 
leading Norwegian woman’s maga- 
zine and now an attache of the 
Norwegian Information Service in 
New York, said that Norwegian 
women also will extend greatly 
their spheres of activity after the 
war. 

“The war taught us that know- 
ledge was one of the few things 
the Germans could not take away 
from us,” she said. “Many Nor- 
wegian women attended universi- 
ties before the war. But now we 
will see to jt that our women are 
better educated than ever. They 
will be more active than ever in 
politics and in the country’s 
affairs.”

Courage on Bataan 


The Chaplain Prayed 
And Stopped a Panic

This is the last of a series of articles from the book, "Men of Maryknoll." 


HEN Father William Thomas Cummings asked the com- 
mandant at Manila the evening of Dec. 7, 1941, to send him 
with the troops as chaplain, the harassed officer tried to 
talk him out of it. oe re not fit,” he said, gruffly. “You're 
e: Pee 39 and you’re nursing a 
eae : back injury. You’d be no 
good for field duty.” The 
missioner, lean, almost ca- 
daverous, fairly leaped at 
him. His vehement speech 
ended only when he ran out 
of breath. Even in that 
tense hour the officer was 
grimly amused. He said, 
“Okay, Father. It’s good to 
hear fighting words. We 
can use men like you.” 
Within two months Lieut. 
Bill Cummings wag part of 
Philippine Army legend. In 
spite of the back injury that 
had kept him off his feet for 
more than a year and de- 
spite the disadvantage of a 
rather slight build and de- 
fective eyesight, he achieved 
near-miracles during the de- 
fense of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor. 

Bataan approximated hell 
on earth, if any place ever

HAD A JOB TO DO, crawled, day after day, from 
one foxhole to another under 
intense shell and aerial fire to absolve and anoint, to help get 
out wounded, to lie alongside dying boys and murmur words of 
consolation as they drifted into merciful death or lapsed into 
unconsciousness. It was Lieut. Cummings, according to Col. 
Carlos Romulo who was with him on Bataan, who first said, 
“There are no atheists in fox holes.” His cross collar orna- 
memts seemed to attract snipers’ fire, and the men and some 
of the nurses begged him to take them off. He didn’t think it 
was a good idea. He kept them on to the end. 
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@ UNDER THE PHILIPPINE SKY he set up a crude altar, 
a shaky structure of green bamboo with an oily transport corps 
garage board for table, and conducted the Sunday service from 
it. At least once a day he went from bed to bed in the Base 
Hospital to talk with the wounded and the fever-stricken. For 
three months he followed this routine. Bombs destroyed one 
altar after another, but he patiently set up new ones, Late in 
March, when wounded were coming in at the rate of 1500 a 
week, many of them amputation cases and bad body wounds, 
Japanese fliers bombed the Bataan hospital. The death toll 
was sickening. A Japanese broadcast several days later apolo- 
gized for this bombing, said it had not been intentional. The 
nurses seemed to feel a little better after the broadcast and 
word got around to the wounded that they would probably 
be spared any further bombing in their cots. There was hardly 
more than a grain of comfort in this news, though. The doc- 
tors had run out of disinfectant and ether and there was no 
respite from the fly swarms and mosquitoes. Odors were al- 
most unbearable.

On the morning of April 4, a Saturday, Lieut. Cum- 
mings came up from the fox holes on his way to the 
hospital to arrange details for Easter Sunday Mass in 
the wards, It was around 10 o'clock. The sun burned 
down fiercely and Japanese shelling was particularly in- 
tense. Junita Redmond, a South Carolina girl and 
Willa Hook of Kenfrow, Okla., both leutenants tn the 
Nurse Corps, looked up wearily from their tasks to 
greet the chaplain, ready to point out the morning’s 
critical cases. At that moment, the sudden roar of div- 
ing planes brought them to a momentary standstill. A 
powerful detonation filled the air with a tremendous 
flash of red flame. Smoke burst from the shattered con- 
crete flooring and shrapnel pinged on the cot frames, 
drummed on the bamboo walls.

@ A MONSTROUS CLOUD OF DUST ROSE from the crater 
and darkened the ward. Powdery earth rained on the stunned 
wounded, on the nurses and doctors, At almost the same mo- 
ment a second, even more terrifying explosion, made the earth 
leap. The doctors, nurses, and Lieut. Cummings were hurled 
into the air about two or three feet, and another great belch 
of flame roared through the open walls. It carried fragments 
of sand, gravel and shrapnel! at screaming velocity. The bomb 
had touched off a passing ammunition truck. Guards at the 
hospital entrance were blown into the trees and hung from 
branches, grotesquely torn. Some patients were hurled 30 to 
40 yards with their cots. For a split-second silence prevailed, 
the silence that follows terrifying disaster. Then amputation 
cases and shell-shock patients were seized with panic. Men 
without limbs tried to escape outdoors. 
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@ DOCTORS AND NURSES GOT SLOWLY to their feet. 
They were dizzy. Their ears rang with explosion aftersounds. 
Lieut. Cummings stood up. He saw, wounded trying to make 
for outdoors, men writhing in sheer panic, Outside the danger 
now was worse than in the hospital. He could hear the screams 
of new victims shrilling through the air. He shook his head 
as if to clear it, righted a chair and got up on it. Dust lay in 
smoky strata in the long room, but the hospital staff and some 
of the men saw his arms upraised. He spoke clearly. He said, 
“That was a tough one, fellows. Lie quiet where you are. Let’s 
pray.” Something in the voice drew instant obedience. Scream- 
ing lessened and some of the writhing stopped. He spoke 
above the roar of another diving plane, “Our Father Who art 


in Heaven...”

Now those who had knees were on them. Dusty- 
faced men and women, looked toward the tall thin man 
on the chair with arms still uplifted. “Thy will be done 
on earth as it is in Heaven.” Again the hospital rocked 
but now there were no frightened screams. Movement 
toward escape had stopped. A trickle of blood started 
from under the chaplain’s dark hair and coursed down 
his forehead. He closed his eyes to shut it out and 
went on to the end—‘“and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil... Amen.” From the up- 
heaved concrete flooring, from the cots and from the 
dust-covered lips of the doctors and nurses burst, like 
a communal sigh, a deep “Amen.”

@ LIEUT. CUMMINGS GOT DOWN from the chair. Doctors 
and nurses returned abruptly to their tasks. Fifty patients lay 
dead in the wards, all covered with bomb dust. More than 
150 had new wounds, yet the sounds of panic had ended, Lieut. 
Cummings gently tapped a sunken-eyed nurse as she was about 
to pass. He said, “Sis, when you get a chance, will you put a 
tourniquet on my arm.” Blood poured from a deep shrapnel 
wound in his right arm and shoulder. Next morning, at sun- 
rise, he held Easter Sunday Mass at a makeshift altar under 
a burning sky. It was his last service on Bataan. Most of 
the nurses got across to Corregidor in small boats, with ugly- 
snouted sharks cutting the waves beside them. The doctors 
and nurses tried to get Lieut. Cummings into one of the 
crowded boats but he shook his head. “Got a job to do,” he 
told them, smiling. He chose to remain with the troops and 
other chaplains who were to be prizes of the enemy. The last 
time they saw him he had turned and vanished among the 
swarms of ghostly soldiers trying for Corregidor, The Japanese 
had broken through. Almost a year later word came through 
that Lieut. Cummings was a prisoner of war. “Am quite well,” 
he wrote placidly.

. The Mental Comeback of Little Arnold

C ASE D-237: Arnold K., aged 7 
described recently in Case Z- 
119, who suffered a convulsion on 
the operating table while his ap- 
pendix was being removed. 

His case has been of considera- 
ble psychological interest, for when 
he later awoke in his room, he 
had regressed mentally to infancy. 

He couldn’t talk nor understand 
spoken language. He couldn’t rec- 
ognize previously familiar objects 
or people. He didn’t know his 
mother or father. He couldn’t co- 
ordinate his movements, so he 
couldn’t even bring his hand to 
his mouth. 

In short, he seemed to have lost 
all memory of auditory and visual 
impressions and he also seemed to 
retain none of his previous motor 
or muscular habits. 

When he went home a week 
after the operation, his mother 
propped him up in a chair, like a 
baby, but he would slip down ex- 
actly as a baby would do. He re- 
quired a diaper, for he had lost 
his toilet habits.

WHEN I SAW HIM three 
months after the operation, he 
had regained the ability to feed 
himself. He could also walk, 
though at the outset he had lost 
his depth perception, so he would 
bump into chairs or the wall. 

In Case Z-119, I discussed his 
mental ability at that time. Case 
Z-119, incidentally, was reprinted 
in the News Bulletin of the Amer- 
ican Society of Anesthesia be- 
cause of the uniqueness of Ar- 
nold’s case. 

At that time, he could say a 
few words, like “mother” and 
“brother.” He proudly brought his 
toys to me like a 2-year-old, said 
“my.” Every possession was called 
“my.” 

Though he had formerly been a 
brilliant boy and in first grade, he 
failed to recognize but a few of 
the colored objects in his former 
classroom work book.

YESTERDAY MRS. CRANE 
and I again visited Arnold’s 
home. I gave him a Binet test 
and found that his mental age 
is now 67 months. Since his cal- 
endar or chronological age is 
93.5 months, his present I, Q. or 
intelligence quotient is 71. 

He has been in a Chicago school 
for handicapped children the past 
year and has staged such a men- 
tal comeback in the 18 months 
since his operation as to rate a 
mental age of about five and one- 
half years. 

Because he formerly attended 
an excellent public school, I feel

that a return thereto might help 
speed up the active restoration 
of memories that still seem locked 
in his brain.

CHICAGO, Aug. 26. 


TIRED old man, grown gray 
A and weary, in carrying on an 

unsuccessful 45-year fight to 
clear his name, breathed his last 
the other day in Montrose Avenue 
Hospital here. 

Oberlin M. Carter, the man they 
called the “American Dreyfus,” 
was dead at 88. 

If the usual rule of “death ends 
all” were to be applied to his case, 
Carter’s passing should’ have 
brought to a conclusion a case 
which made front page headlines 
in 1898, shotked society in Wash- 
ington and London and inspired 
comment and controversy that en- 
dured for almost half a century. 

But although Carter is gone, his 
relatives promise to carry on his 
fight to obtain a presidential 
cleansing of his name which he 
claimed, to his dying day, was un- 
justly besmirched by a military 
court-martial on reported evidence 
of a two-million-dollar fraud in 
os with contracts he had 
et. 

A close friend of Carter’s al- 
most as old as he, revealed that 
Carter’s relatives will meet soon 
to plan a new type of Southern 
“rebellion.” The kin, meeting in 
Virginia, will form an organization 
of persons interested in the case, 
Upon termination of the war, they 
will push Carter’s fight for vindi- 
cation, “even if it takes genera- 
tions.” 

Fate singled out Carter for his 
dramatic role when he attained a 
captaincy in the Army Engineer 
Corps. A brilliant man, he had 
graduated from West Point in 
1880 with an all-time sholastic rec- 
ord second only to that of Robert 
E. Lee. Next highest on the cum 
laude list was George W. Goethals, 
destined to build the Panama Ca- 
nal, and later one of Carter’s 
Stanchest defenders. 

Carter lived up to his cadet rec- 
ord. In 1884 he was detailed to 
Savannah, Ga., as assistant to the 
district engineer. Four years later 
he became the chief.of that area. 
Meanwhile, he had married the 
daughter of Rober Fulger West- 
cott, a wealthy New Yorker. 

Carter supervised completion of 
a $3,500,000 project at Savannah 
and Cumberland Sound, on the 
Florida border, Then he was ap- 
pointed Army engineer on the 
Isthmian Canal Committee. His 
chief task was to decide between 
the Panama and Nicaragua routes. 
He recommended the former. 

To increase further his impor- 
tance militarily and socially, he 
was given the post of military 
attache to the American Embassy 
at London. He and Mrs. Carter, 
who was noted for her beauty, 
moved in select circles of Mayfair, 
Appointment as American dele- 
gate to an international engineer- 
ing congress at Stockholm soon 
followed. So did disaster. 

Within a few months Carter 
was the center of a $2,000,000 and 
a 20,000,000-word scandal. The en- 
gineer who had succeeded him at 
Savannah charged fraud had been 
perpetrated in connection with the 
project Carter had built. 
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COURT martial met in 1898. 

Its verdict, which swept the 

Army’s outstanding engineer 
from the Court of St. James to a 
cell in Leavenworth, read: 

“Accused to be dismissed from 
the service of the United States, 
to suffer a fine of $5000, to be 
confined at hard labor for five 
years; and the crime, punish- 
ment, name and place of abode 
of the accused to be published in 
and about the station and in the 
State from which the accused 
came, Or where he usually re- 
sides.” 

Carter served his sentence. Hard- 
ly had the cell door closed behind 
him, however, when he began the 
struggle for vindication that dur- 
ing his entire lifetime fell short 
of its goal. 

From the time he surrendered 
his sword, he contended he was 
the victim of a miscarriage of 
justice, He claimed he had in- 
curred the enmity of powerful 
politicians by his refusal to rec- 
ommend Nicaragua over Panama 
as the canal site, He counter- 
charged: 

“Members of the court-martial 
were so selected as to insure the 
conviction of the accused, regard- 
less of the evidence.” 

The case became the subject of 
27 rulings in Federal courts. Four 
times it reached the United

States Supreme Court. Carter pe- 
titioned Presidents, senatorial] 
committees and the War and Jus- 
tice Departments. 

The record, referred to pro-

Point in 1876 as a cadet-at-large 
by President Grant.

Carter was born July 8, 1856, 
in the little town of Patriot, O., 
son of Robert T. and Lucinda Wil- 
liams Carter. He attended Na- 
tional Normal University at Leb- 
anon, O., and was principal of

a grade school at Letart Falls, 
O., when appointed to West Point. 

After leaving prison, he _ set 
himself up as a consulting en- 
gineer. This work took him to 
all parts of the country, but he 
directed his campaign against 
the court-martial verdict from 
Chicago offices and a two-story 
home he purchased hre. 

Carter finally appeared to be 
making headway in 1939 when 
the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee agreed to hear hig story. 
He told the committee: 

“T was convicted of having paid 
out to contractors (on the Sa- 
vannah project) the sum of $575,- 
749.90 on July 6, 1897, for mat- 
tresses and stone which, it was 
alleged, were different in kind 
and character from those con- 
tracted for. 

“The prosecuting officer in- 
structed the tribunal to convict 
me of that one alleged offense

ARTER ended his testimony 
with a brief appeal: 

“You cannot bring back my 
loat years, but I think Iam entitled 
to have my good name cleared 
and in doing this, all there is to 
do is to set aside as utterly null 
and void the sentence of my court- 
martial. That then will show that 
I was convicted, not for any crime 
that I had committed, but because 
of some error or mistake or crime 
committed by someone else.” 

Vindication seemed nearer cer- 
tainty a few months later when 
the committee, by a 15 to 9 vote, 
approved a bill to re-establish his 
reputation. 

The Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, however, shelved the 
bill in December, 1940. 

At Senate committee hearings, 
Carter elaborated: 

“IT was cruicified by the antag- 
onism of engineer officers over 
whom I had won favors. If this 
judgment is allowed to stand, lib- 
erty will become a phantom to the 
American soldier.” 

At earlier Senate committee ses- 
sions, Carter acted as his own 
lawyer and only witness as to the 
facts—the others who knew of the 
case, he said, were nearly all dead, 

He ended long hours of testi- 
mony with the dramatic plea: 

“Give me back my good name. 
Give me back my honor in my old 
days. My chance for a career is 
gone long since. Recommend that 
the President void the findings of 
the court-martial and change the 
laws so that a soldier can have as 
fair a trial as a civilian,” meaning 
giving civil courts authority to re- 
view courts-martial. 

Help in his fight came to Carter 
then in the form of an affidavit 
by C, K. Macey of Los Angeles. 
Macey was a confidential clerk in 
the office of Attorney General 
John W. Griggs when President 
McKinley reviewed and approved 
Capt. Carter's court-martial. 

In his deposition Macey said: 
“T know the court-martial charges 
against Carter were absolutely 
without foundation and were 
trumped up in order to force him 
out of the army.” 

The House went on to pass the 
reinstatement bill. Nothing came 
of later Senate action, however. 
With the outbreak of war, Carter 
suspended his fight. 

“IT don’t want to do anything 
that would reflect on the adminis- 
tration and might hurt the war 
effort,” he explained, vowing in 
the same breath to carry on after 
the war, “if I live that long.” 

In contrast to the crowds which 
rallied to his cause while he lived, 
only a small gathering attended 
Carter’s final rites in Graceland 
Cemetery.

A known him rose to read a sim- 
ple funeral ritual before 25 old 

friends and neighbors. 

The funeral speaker made only 
indirect reference to Carter's 
struggle, saying he understood the 
deceased had felt himself unfairly 
judged but, as a Christian, had 
now come before a fair judge. 

There was no eulogy—the min- 
ister noting it would be unfitting 
for him to deliver one for a man 
he had not had the privilege of 
knowing. 

Only one close relative attended 
—a nephew, Emerson Laicas, now 
doing Red Cross work in Mem- 
phis, Tenn. A brother, Dr. TI. 
Stanton Carter, was at home at 
Council, Idaho. Laicas’ daughter 
and son couldn't attend—they're in 
the armed forces. Dr. Carter's 
son, Stanton Jr., also was busy 
fighting the war. 

Carter, his closest friends said, 
gave up not only his life but his 
fortune for the cause he felt to 
be a right one. Papers filed in 
probate court disclosed his es- 
tate had melted away to include 
only his home, a 160-acre farm in 
Van Buren County, Michigan, and

As you perhaps don’t know, she has 
also been the company’s understudy all season for the leading 
sopranos of the various presentations. Suppose Dorothy Sarnoff, 
star of ‘““‘Maytime,” was to have turned ill half an hour before the 
show, as Dorothy once kidded Inez she had. Or supposing 
Gladys Baxter, comic and romantic lead of “Music in the Air,” got 
caught in the scenery backstage and couldn’t get through to front 
stage in time, to repeat a “fear” Gladys once “confessed” to the 
understudy.

of St. Louis. It is part of the wreckage of 
the $1,385,000 Chester Highway Bridge, 
whose central section, 1334 feet cae. was 
blown off its piers in the storm of July 29. 
Because the fallen structure blocks most 
of the channel, making it necessary for 
larger tows to break up in order to detour 
close to the Illinois shore, 300 feet of the 
wreckage at the Illinois end is being 
cleared away. The United States Army 
Engineers’ district office is in charge of 


contract by the Massman Construction 
Company of Kansas City, which built the 
bridge. The procedure is to break off a 
section of the submerged steel web by 
blasting and raise it to the surface with 
powerful cranes; if it is too heavy to be 
lifted aboard a boat, it is cut into two or 
more > ge sep with acetylene torches, then 
loaded for transportation to the salvage 
scrap pile on shore.
